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Our Live Oaks have been regularly root pruned, and 
grown in our black heavy Beaumont Balling Soil, they 
have a compact root system, which makes the transplant- 
ing of them more expensive but much more successful 
than forest-grown collected trees. 


Experimental reports have been made by Experiment 
stations after several years of study on suitability of 
soils for growing Live Oak trees. The tests show that 
they will grow on any kind of soil equally as well as on 
another, whereas deciduous Oaks can only be grown on 
sour soil.
